In the crowded closing hours of the 


session, congress. starts work tomor- 


row to wind up the Coolidge adminis- 
tration. 

There is the navy department ap- 
propriation bill, carrying the funds 
for starting the new cruiser program, 
the bill extending the life of the radio 
commission for another year; the 
measure for reapportionment of the 
house and a half a dozen important 
nominations demanding the time of 
the final two weeks. 

But before all this gets under way 
the senate tomorrow will hear a re- 
vival of the prohibition debate which 
gained impetus on Saturday from a 
seathing attack on the dry law by 
the retiring Senator Reed, of Mis- 
souri. Reed's attack aroused the great 
dry champion, Senator Borah, of 


Idaho, and the senate lifted the lid 
on debate to allow its two premier 


tomorrow. 
Action on Jones Bill. 

The bill of Senator Jones, republic- 
an, Washington, increasing the maxi- 
mum penalties for dry law violations 
to $10,000 fines and five years im- 
prisonment or both is the vehicle for 
the prohibition oratory. The senate 
had agreed to restrict debate after 3 
p. m. Saturday, but when the veteran 
Missourian got into action in one of 
his fiery harangues, the senate did 
what it has rarely done before—waiv- 
el the debate limitation. Senator 
Liorah, the dry, asked it. The lid 
_ goes*on again tomorrow, however, at 
4 p. m, and a vote on this bill is then 
in order. 

With the prohibition measure out otf 
the way, the nate will turn to the 
resolution of Sena t Edge, republic 
an, New Jersey, authorizing a survey 
of a Nicaraguan canal linking the 
Dacific and the Atlantic oceans, Then 
comes a bill fixing a marketing site 
for the District of Columbia. 

Senate to Meet At Night. 

On ‘Tuesday, the senate will have its 
first night meeting of the session. It 
will take up then the bill of Senator 
Watson, republican, Indiana, extend- 
ing the radio commission for another 
year. Despite the usual legislative jam 
of the short session, Senator Curtis, of 
Kansas, the republican § leader, has

| 


Control Remedy. 


New York, February 17.—(#)-—8e- 
verely criticising jails and other local 
penal institutions through the coun- 
try, a committee of the national crime 
today, recommended that the “indi- 
vidual states should take over the care 
of all‘ their convicted prisoners.” 

The subcommittee, headed by Frank 
O. Lowden, former governor of Illi- 
nois, reported that nearly nine-tenths 
of all commitments are made to local 
institutions such as county and mu- 
nicipal jails, workhouses, farms, chain- 
gangs and camps, and charged that 
these constitute “a penal institution 
hoary with the age of centuries, an 
institution which England abandoned 


over 50 years ago.” 
Persons Herded Together. 

The report listed the “distinguish- 
ing features” of the ordinary jail as 
“filth, the herding together of con- 
nals,and persons awaiting 
trial, the mingling of well and foully 
diseased individuals, the close associa- 
tion of young and old offenders, the 
prevalence of bedbugs and lice, univer- 
sa’ idleness, the prevailing practice of 
subjecting women prisoners to the 
oversight of male attendants, and the 
scheme which one finds in many states 
of paying the jailer a per diem sum 
for boarding each prisoner without 
specifying how much, or shall we say 
how little, food is given to him. 

In support of its claims the com- 
mittee cited the testimony of individ- 
uals and excepts from official reports 
from several of the states and de- 
clared that “we have been informed 
by many reliable pe*sons -that\ they 
represent a picture oy at least 85 per 
eent of the jails anjl other Jocal in- 
stitutions as they are today. 

It is declared that as units of prison 
administration counties and munici- 
palities are too small; that only un- 
der full state control can prisoners 
be freely shifted to the particular in- 
stitution best suited to their needs 
and that “the state is in a better 
position to make the ideas and the 
ideals of the few persons competent 
in these matters serve the entire com- 
munity.” 

States Must Control. 

“The plan we offer for the remedy- 
ing of this evil situation,” the report 
continued, “is of a two-fold character 
involving, on the one hand, a strength- 
ening of state control and on the other 
a building up of county and municipal 
machinery.” ae 

Recognizing that certain difficulties 
exist in the way of a realization of 
its program, the committee suggested 
that there are several ways in which 
to begin. ne ; 

“Tf the state cannot afford,”’ it said, 
“to embark on the policy of creating 
a sufficient number of institutions to 
care for all misdemeant prisoners, it 
should establish one for a_ selected 
group, making the selection not ac- 
cording to the crime, nor the length 
of sentence, but preferably on the ba- 
sis of personality.” 

It stated that the lead on local 
prisons could be lightened to the ex- 
tent of 28 per cent through the build- 
ing up of probation agencies and sys-

| News.) —Delving into the extensive 
|rum channels running in and through 
| Chicago, authorities today were con- 
fident they soon would have in cus- 
tody the members of a gigantic liq- 
uor syndicate responsible for’ the 
slaying of seven men in a North 
Clark street garage here last week. 

After more than 72 hours of in- 
vestigation, however, police could not 
point to a single important arrest 
that could be linked directly with 
the slayers who, authorities are con- 
vineed, killed their victims in reprisal 
for “hijacking” of liquor trucks. 

Police heads, directing their atten- 
tion to Detroit and Canada, said that 
eventually through the process. of 
elimination they would have the as- 
sassins in custody and that the crime 
would not be recorded as another of 


the unsolved. 
Three Men Identified. 

Members of the Paul Morton boot- 
legging gang, who with the Purple 
gang of Detroit, were aligned with a 
Canadian distillery in running liquor 
trucks into Chicago were sought. Po- 
lice were known to have information 
that the Morton-Purple gang blamed 
the “Bugs” Moran followers in Chi- 
cago for the “hijacking” of liquor 
trucks and the purported “tipping” of 
federal agents of the outside gang’s 
operations, 

Three men who occupied rooms op- 
posite the Moran. garage have been 
identified from pictures by two wom- 
en as members of the Purple gang. 
The trio was believed to have been 
a “lookout” for the killers who lined 
up seven of Moran’s gang against a 
wall and mowed them down with ma- 
chine-gup,. hg r and revolver fire. 

Bootlezggers Defy Order. 

The edict of State’s Attorney John 
A. Swanson that the police must 
clamp the lid down on all speakeas- 
ies, beer flats, gambling houses and 
dives in Chicago brought the ‘arrest 
of more than 400 persons in week- 
end raids. 

Many of the speakeasies had closed 
their doors, but the raiders disclosed 
that the bootleggers still maintained 
a defiant attitude and continued to 
operate although not as openly as be- 
fore. 

Police Commissioner William  F.

London, February 17.—(/)—The in- 
dications today both in Britain and in 
the continent were for a slight yielding 
in the arctic severity of the weather 
but not of an extent to greatly alle- 
viate the suffering of populations for 
some time to come. Comparatively 
few weather advices were received 
from the continent tonight, from 
which it was assumed that there had 
been little realwchange in conditions. 

In Poland a fierce snow storm had 
succeeded the severe cold and created 
a new catastrophe. Railway commu- 
nication continued disorganized, espe- 
cially in eastern Galicia where entire 
districts were completely cut off, The 
city of Tarnopol has been able to 
communicate with the outside world 
only through radio since a week ago 
Saturday. The government has or- 
ganized a system of communication 
by sleighs from village to village 
through the district. 

110 Vessels Frozen In. 

The Swedish ice breaker Bolder 
broke channels through the ice which 
opened the port of Gdynia to traffic. 
There are 110 vessels frozen in the 
ice at Danzig. Lwow has closed all 
schools because of the cold and train 
service with Warsaw has been aban- 
doned. 

The Danish State railway today an- 
nounced suspension of all traffic over 
the great belt because of ice. The 
route to Germany by way of Gedser 
and Warnemunde also halted today 
when the ferry became ice bound out- 
side of Gedser. 

There was a slight change for the 
better in Britain today but the ther- 
mometer still hovered below the freez- 
ing point and skaters enjoyed their

Forecasts are for a change of wind 
to bring milder conditions in from 
the Atlantic. Large parts of the coun- 
try still are snow bound and road 
traffic is difficult. 


KING WINTER DIRECTS 
ASSAULT UPON ITALY. 


Berlin, February 17.—(United 
News.)—Italy caught the brunt of the 
European cold wave tonight as tem- 
peratures moderated in various parts 
of central Europe. 

A number of relief trains, carrying 
much-needed food and fuel, were able 
to break through snow blockades which 
have stranded Austrian railroad traf- 
fic for more than a week at some 
points. A majority of the half-seore 
passenger trains, which had been lit- 
erally buried in snow for several days, 
were released and supply trains were 
running at about 75 per cent normal. 

Meanwhile, Italy suffered under in- 


creasing cold, principally in the north- 


ern districts but extending over the 
entire country. The Po river was 
frozen over at Ponte La Coscuro for 
the first time in 50 years. A number 
of deaths were reported in United 
Press dispatches from smaller towns 
and packs of famished wolves were at- 
tacking sheep, dogs and cats in the 
Campania region. Farmers, armed 
with guns, started a vigorous hunt for 
the animals which were driven from 
the hills by snow.

Shoots Self As Doctor Arrives. 


Twenty minutes later, the physi- 
cian told police, Mrs. Doheny admitted 
him to the home. She was agitated. 
saying that Plunkett evidently had 
gone mad. Together they went toward 
a bedroom where Plunkett and Do- 
heny were talking. 

Plunkett came out of the room, 
shouting, “stay out of here,” the doc- 
tor said, and ran back, closing the 
door. Then a shot was heard. 

The doctor entered and found Do- 
heny dead with a bullet in his temple 
and Plunkett sprawled lifelessly on 
the floor with the gun beneath him. 

Dr. Fishbaugh then summoned 
Beverly Hills police, District Attorney 
Fitts and the coroner.

EPISCOPAL CLERGY}. 
ASK DRY CHANGES 
TO AID TEMPERANCE 


New York, February 17.—(/)— 
The Church Temperance _ society, 
claiming to represent the opinion of 
1,500 Protestant Episcopal clergymen, 
tonight issued a statement in which 
it called for changes in the prohibi- 
tion laws. 

The statement said that if modi- 
fication of: the Volstead law is not 
enough to bring temperance, it ulti- 
mately will be necessary to amend the 
eighteenth amendment so as to per- 
mit the introduction of the Canadian 
system of liquor control in those 
states which desire it. 

The society, whose right to speak 
for the church was challenged last 
May by Bishop Manning, admitted 
that it was not an official organiza- 
tion, but said that it was “an impor- 
tant Episcopal institution” and that 
1.500 Episcopal clergymen had  of- 
fered to cooperate in a move for prac- 
tical temperance.

BRITISH OPINION 
SHARPLY DIVIDED 
UN DISARMAMENT 


Envoy’s Statement Pre- 
mature, Some Hold; 
Press Declares Expres- 
sion Is Picture of Hope. 


London, February 17.—(#)—Al- 
though a section of the British press 
viewed the foreign office statement 
Saturday as an disclaimer of Sir Esme 
Howard's analysis of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican naval situation as outlined by the 
British ambassador in Washington last 
week, prospects for an early resump- 
tion of the disarmament discussions 


are bright. . 
This view is supported by the au- 


thoritative Sunday Observer, which 
says two events have served to em- 
phasize the British government's ac- 
tivity in this connection. One event 
was Sir Esme’s Washington state- 
ment (in which he held forth the pos- 
sibility of an early approchement be- 
tween the two countfies looking to a 
naval armament parley), and the other 
was the foreign office communique yes- 
terday, which states there had been 
no change in the situation since Nir 
Austen Chamberlin informed the house 
of commons that the British govern- 
ment was engaged ifi a careful exami- 
nation of all questions concerning 
Britain’s relations with America. 

Declaring that “Anglo-American 
harmony is a cardinal condition of all 
human progress in our time,” the Ob- 
server, one of the leading exponents 
of Anglo-American understanding 
amongst British newspapers, declares 
the foreign office announcement that 
the British government is pursuing a 
general examination of Anglo-Ameri- 
can relations, “will be received with 
profound relief on both sides of the 
Atlantic.” 

The Associated Press is reliably in- 
formed that yesterday’s announcement 
was not intendeél as a repudiation of 
Ambassador Howard’s statement. It 
is known here that Sir Esme was 
merely predicting his government’s ac- 
tion along the lines which he knows 
the present policy is shaping itself. On 
the other hand, the fereign office state- 
ment merely declared the time had 
not arrived for an official announce- 
ment regarding the next move con- 
templated. x 

The communique was made neces- 
sary first by confused reports of the 
British ambassador's statement as re- 
ceived by English newspapers and sec- 
ondly to forestall criticism in the 
house of commons next week such as 
already has been voiced in some sec- 
tions of the British press because 
intimations of the progress the British 
government is making toward a new 
disarmament policy was not first pub- 
lished here. 


Washington, February 17.—()— 
Sir Esme Howard, the British am- 
bassador, in a letter which the Wash- 
ington Post will publish tomorrow, 
says that he regrets his “‘omission to 
state specifically” that he was not 
speaking “directly for my  govern- 
ment” in his recent press statement re- 
garding the possibility of further naval 
arms limitation. 

The letter which was addressed to 
the editor of the Post reads in part: 

“I was recently asked my opinion 
with regard to cablegrams in the 
American press from London fore- 
shadowing early resumption of negotia- 
tions for the further limitation of 
armaments. I authorized the gublica- 
tion yesterday of the written answer 
to this question which I had prepared 
but held pending the enactment of the 
naval construction bill so as to avoid 
any possible appearance of attempt- 
ing to influence in any way the course 
of discussion on a matter which in 
England we hold to be purely an af- 
fair for the United States government 
and congress. This answer contained 

thing to show that I was speaking 

behalf of my government. I was 
indeed, merely giving the personal 
opinion asked for, which was that the 
present situation warranted the as- 
sumption that some efforts in this di- 
rection will be made before long, that 
is, before the next Washington con- 
ference at any rate. 

“I regret that my omission to state 
specifically that, on this oceasion as 
on many others, I was not speaking 
directly for my government’ should 
have led you into this misunderstand- 
ing.’

Miami Beach, Fla., February 17.— 
(/)—President-elect Hoover spent his 
last night tonight at No. 8 Belle Isle 
before starting back to Washington 
for his inauguration on March 4. 

Accompanied by Mrs. Hoover and 
a party of nearly fifty, he will leave 
Miami at 10:30 a. m.. tomorrow on 
a special train which will make only 
necessary operating stops en route. 
Invitations for the next chief execu- 
tive to attend short demonstrations 
at Jacksonville and other cities have 
been declined. 

* Arrives on Tuesday. 

Arriving at Washington at 1:30 
p. m., Tuesday. Mr. Hoover will go 
direct to his S street home to re- 
main in comparative seclusion until 
he sets forth two weeks from tomor- 
row for the capitol to take the oath 
of office as the thirty-first president 
of the United States. 

Decision of Mr. Hoover to depart 
from the usual custom of presidents- 
elect to reach Washington only the 
day or night before inauguration has 
lead to much conjecture in official 
and political circles, but it was re 
iterated today at'his executive offices 
that he is going home to complete 
his inaugural address and hold a few 
necessary conferences.

One conjecture is that the next 
president is having difficulties in se- 
lecting his cabinet. This may be pred- 
icated upow the extraordinary success 
Mr...}doover -has.-had in keeping the 
names of his official family secret. 
Down to date even the wisest of the

Some friends of Mr. Hoover assert 
that he has his cabinet slate com- 
plete now and that its announcement, 
to come in the form of nominations 
to a special session of the senate on 
March 4, will cause a considerable 
amount of surprise alike to the poli- 
ticians and the country.

As Promoter 


Jack Finds Sharkey Has 
Hurt Thumb and Strib 
Hits Too Low.

Miami Beach, Fla., February 17.— 

(“P)—One of the best dressed men in 
the entire south, the center of every 
cathering, hero of the “kids” and play- 
fellow of the wealthy, brooded fit- 
fully today about the dog track and 
casino where Jack Sharkey and Young 
Stribling went through the daily proc- 
ess of preparing for their heavyweight 
embroglio 10 days from tonight. 

The big fellow with the bronzed 
face, keen black eyes and restless 
mien, is Jack Dempsey standing on 
the outside as a promoter and looking 
in on the workings of two 
'with ill-concealed nervousness. 


destined for failure into a certain suc- 
cess financially, socially and fistically, 
would love to jump into both of those 
rings and get the men ready for the 
fray himself. 

Dempsey Worrying. 

Now wit the reins Tex Rickard 
‘dropped in death firmly in his hands, 
Dempsey is worrying about everything 
that can worry a promoter. He is 
afraid of injury to both fighters, he 
looks daily at the arena now com- 
pleted and ready to seat 30,000 in 
Flamingo park, to be sure its still 
there and he haunts the afternvon 
workouts of the battlers with con- 
stant forebodings of accidents. 

Today he had his first cause for 
'worry over Sharkey, who injured his 
‘left thumb eking out a narrow victory 
lover K. O. Christner. of Akron, in 
la rugged fracas in Madison Square 
‘Garden last month. The Boston tar 
‘twisted the same thumb yesterday 
| landing a punch on the heavy skull of 
'Paul Hoffman, one of his sparring 
| partners. Bright and early today 
‘Dempsey visited the Sharkey training 
‘quarters to find out the extent of the 
injury and then went into a protract- 
ed] worrying session with himself on 
the beache 

Sharkey Trains. 


After Dempsey advised the Boston 
‘sailor to refrain from boxing this aft- 
‘ernoon, Sharkey went out and pum- 
'meled his sparring partners for five 
| rounds. Dempsey prowled about the 
|ringside every moment of the action, 
'his rakish panama pulled down over 
‘his eyes, worrying as thoroughly as 
Tex Rickard ever did. 

Sharkey kept his weapons trained 
on the moderately soft bodies of Paul 
Hoffman for two rounds, Johnny Gros- 
so, Pat McCarthy and Charlie Pond 
for a round apiece. 

He showed no sign of the injury 
but decided to do no work tomor- 
row. Sharkey was slow and listless 
in his drill and appeared to be saving 
energy for final polishing workouts. 

A few minutes after Sharkey ended 
his work for the day with five rounds 
of bag punching, rope skipping and 
shadow boxing, Dempsey appeared at 
the casino where Stribling toils and 
found something more to worry about 
there. The Macon youngster, in razor- 
edge condition was fast and hard but 
had difficulty controlling the left hook 
he hopes will beat Sharkey. 

Pokes Fall Low. 

Time and again Stribling whipped 
over those southpaw pokes only to 
find them shading the foul line and 
sometimes dropping below. Dempsey 
went away from there worrying about 
the possibilities of a foul ending his 
first promotorial venture on the night 
of February 27. 

Stribling at 185 1-2 pounds, seemed 
in perfect condition. He was faster 
than ever before and found a real op- 
ponent in his newest sparring mate, 
Paul Cavalier, a heavyweight imported 
from Paterson, N. J. Stribling cut 
his work to seven rounds, boxing two 
sessions with Tony Fuente and an- 
other with Blondie Davis, of Memphis, 
Tenn. Like Sharkey, the Georgian 
will rest tomorrow and may do work 
Tuesday. 

Although Sunday was the quietest 
day of the ticket sale, William F. 
Carey, acting head of the Garden cor- 
poration said the receipts now total 
more than $200,000 in cash with res- 
ervations of almost $100,000 more. 
The arena in Flamingo park will be 
enlarged to seat a total of 42,000 with 
total receipts approximating $350,000, 
Expenses of the fight, including a 
guarantee of $100,000 to Sharkey, will 
not exceed $260,000, Carey said.

He drives ahead for all 
he is worth and seeks to pumme! his 
opponents into submission as quickly 
as possible. 

All-Around Athlete. 

Goodrich is an all-around athlete 
and boxing is only one of the many 
sports. that hold his attention. It is 
a profession with him and so he 
turns to other branches of athletics 
for his recreation. Incidentally one 
of his favorite sports aids greatly in 
keeping him in condition for his 
matches. 

That happens to be swimming, a 
sport at which Goodrich is almost as 
edapt as he is at boxing. During the 
summer months Goodrich is a _ life- 
guard at the city swimming pools and 
hence has plenty of time to spend in 
the water. Goodrich’s real name is 
Corley and a large number of folks 
never link Corley, the athlete with 
Goodrich, the fighter. 

Tough Opponent.

New Orleans, February 17.—4)— 
The cotton market has alternated be- 
tween periods of activity and quiet 
during the past week aud prices have 
fluctuated both ways but always with- 
ing comparatively narrow limits, al- 
though the trend has been generally 
upward to a slight extent, and the net 
result of the week's trading was a 
slight gain of 14 points or about 7U 
cents a bale.

389 bales exclusive of linters. This 
January consumption broke all pre- 
vious records for that month. 

As a result of the large January 
consumption the May position § ad- 
vanced to 19.61 on Thursday, the high 
point of the week and 26 points above 
the. previous Saturday’s close. As 
there had been considerable buying 
in advance of the census report on a 
private estimate which approximated 
the official total the effect of the re- 
port had been discounted and buyers 
took profiis with the result that May 
eased off to 19.35 0n Friday. In the 
final short session of the week, how- 
ever, prices rallied 10 points from the 
low on week-end covering helped by 
rather more encouraging advices from 
the cotton goods markets.
